Not any more. 

As playing standards in this coun- 
try improve and the conyeyor belt de- 
livers an ever-increasing flow of 
good young players to senior clubs, 
Australia is bound to become a target 
for foreign clubs. 


Nobody should have been surprised when 
Frank Farina attracted some atten- 
tion from Juventus coach Giovanni 
Trapattoni ... the youngster’s Ita- 
lian ancestry plus his undoubted 
skill made him a natural for future 
export to Italy.

A country’s Soccer 
strength is built at 
the grass-roots level 
and is measured by the 
strength of its profes- 
sional clabs. 

The professional clubs 
are what nourish and sus- 
tain the national 
team. 

There has to be a ba- 
lance between national 
team and club inter- 
ests, 

The achievement of 
the very good Rale Rasic 
Australian team which 
took us to Germany for the 
1974 World Cup did not 
produce huge waves of 
enthusiasm for the game 
here in Australia. 

The game just kept on 
growing at grass-roots 
level as it has done for 
the past two decades. 

So officialdom did not 
“take advantage’ of 
the World Cup success, 

But what does “take 
advantage” really mean? 
What were they sup- 
posed to do? 

In fact, they did 
what all other coun- 
tries usually do after

It was particularly 
satisfying because it was’ England’s first goal in the finals.” 


FERENC PUSKAS for Hungary v England (1953 international): “It is a goal English 
People always talk about whenever I come to England. I was put through on the right-hand 
side of the England penalty area and sensed that Billy Wright was about to challenge 
me. I checked and dragged the ball back with the sole of my left boot and then, as Billy 
slid past me, shot with my left foot all in the same movement. The ball beat goalkeeper 
Gil Merrick. at the near post. 1 was very proud of that moment because it was against a 
team I admired and on a ground that I had always wanted to play on.” 


RICKY VILLA for Spurs v Manchester City (1981 FA Cup Final replay): “Tony Galvin 
passed the ball inside to me from out.on the left wing. I ran across the face of the 
Manchester City goal beating one, two and then three defenders.
